He 
founded at Cincinnati, the Student’s 
Mission Crusade, which during the 
last ten years has made notable pro- 
gress. From June 1, 1926, to July 4, 
1$28, he was administrator of the 
Omaha diocese when that See was 
vacant due to the illness of Bishop 
Harty. In October, 1929 Bishop 
Beckman was received in private 
audience by Pope Pius XI.

New System for Obtaining 
Points Contained in 
Constitution 








The Woman's Athletic Association 
was reorganized recently, an expan- 
sive program being planned for the 
coming season. The association was 
originally formed to increase inter- 
est and participation in athletics, to 
promote a college spirit and class 
loyalty and to develop a high degree 
of sportsmanship. With the comple- 
tion and equipment of the new 
Clarke College gymnasium, athletics 
will take a more prominent place in 
the extra curricular activities. The 
reorganization of the association has 
been effected with this need of ex 
pansion in mind. 


As a first step in the reorganiza- 
tion a committee was formed to 
draw up 2 constitution for the asso- 
ciation that would raise the standard 
for the acquirement of college let- 
ters in athletics. According to the 
report of the committee which was 
accepted by the membership there 
will be two kinds of letters awarded. 

The large C. C. will be given to ath- 
letes who have more than five hun- 
drec! points. A small C is the award 
for two hundred points. There will 
be a prize for the student receiving 
the highest number of points while 
the class which totals the highest 
number of points wil Ibe awarded 
the cup. Members of first teams may 
wear chevrons. 

According to the new system for 
obtaining points an athlete may not 
earn a large letter in @ single year 
regardless of the number of sports 
in which she participates. The basis 
of awards: 

Practice—One point per hour. 

Hiking—Two points per mile. 

First college team—Twenty-five 
Poiats. 

Sub-college team—Fifteen points. 

First Basketball team (class)— 
Fifeen points. 

Sub-Basketball tem (class)—Ten 
points. 

First Volleyball tem (class)—Ten 
points. 

Sub-Volleyivall team (class)—Five 
points,
